3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 19, 20 
and 28, present allowable subject matter over the prior art since the prior art teachings 
do not teach of a multiple electrode medical lead comprising at least three spaced-apart 
electrodes coupled to a bifurcated distal portion of the lead, manual guiding of the distal 
portion of lead in such that each electrode is a different discrete volume of cardiac 
tissue, wherein two of the three electrodes comprise a tip electrode having axial bores 
wherein guide wires engage with said axial bores for manual guiding of the distal portion 
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of the lead a pair of guide wire lumens formed in a lateral side portion of the bifurcated 
distal portion, a bi-lumen delivery catheter adapted to slidingly receive the bifurcated 
distal portion, and wherein the guide wires are disposed outside of the bi-lumen delivery 
catheter.
